LESSON FROM AMERICA. 

Ina no other country in the world are the 
rules and regulations governing road 
traffic more stringent than in America. 
There they have only three stationary 
signals to indicate anything that the 
driver of a leading car wishes to convey 
to a following car. They are :—(1) Hand 
ag (to turn to Wher 4 side), (2) hand 

p (to turn to opposite side of driver), 
Ae (3) hand down (to stop). If these 
three simple and plain signs, and ohly 
these three, were put in general use in 
this country road accidents would be 
reatly reduced. 

CONTROLLING THE PEDESTRIAN. 
The Americans do not depend upon the 
destrian to control his own movements. 

n that country the pedestrian has no 
right on the street of any city, except at 
a given crossing, and then cnly when the 
signal indicates that he may cross the

roadway. Such a regulation is urgently 
needed in Dublin, and the provision of 
these automatic signals should be under- 
taken at once. 

The problem of cross-road trafiic—of who 
has the right of way—has also been 
successiully solved in America. In the 
case of equally main roads, a stationary 
stop signal is placed at each corner, and, in 
the case of a less important road crossing a 
main road, the stop signal is placed only 
on the corners of the lesser road. These 
signals are not séire a Mounted on a 
black and white-striped post there is a 
large cross-board, on which the word 
“Stop ’’ is painted in striking letters. 
THE WHITE LINE STOP. 

From this signal post a white line runs 
across the mouth of the road, and every 
vehicle erriving at that line must stop dead 
before entering the main road. 

Even when there is a line of cars waiting 
behind the line, each car, as its front 
wheels touch the line, must come to a 
stand-still. This has been found to be 
the only effective cure for cross-road diffi- 
culties outside the area of automatic 
signals and trafficc policemen. 

The act of passing stationary tramcars in 
American cities is not permitted, except 
where ““safety islands ' are provided for 
pedestrians;* neither are cars drawn up 
at the kerb allowed to face in the‘ wrong 
direction,

damaged tyres and inner tubes has now 
tan such a spas nse stage that 
owners of cars whose tyres meet with 
mishaps may save hair érably in their 
running expenses by sending them to ove 
vulcanised, instead of discarding them. 
There are three very efficient vulcanising 
plants now running in Dublin (particulars 
of which will be seen in the advertise- 
ments on this page). where such work is 
undertaken, The average cost of vul- 
canising a tear, a cut, or a break in an 
outer cover is about ten shillings, and 
any cover repaired by these firms is 
guaranteed for the life of the remaining 
portion of the cover. 

A visit to some of these plants during 
the week disclosed that these establish- 
ments are being well patronised by the 
owners of "buses, transport lorries, and 
other heavy vehicles. -In one of these 
premises there was under repair a tyre 
measuring 49 x 9, and weighing some two 
hundredweights ; and, when owners cf 
"buses and other heavy vehicles are 
satisfied with the quality of the repairs 
these plants carry out, surely the owners 
of touring cars can depend on the same 
process to efficiently repair their damaged 
tyres. It is not an unusual experience fur 
an owner to moet with a cut tyre in the 
early stages of its life, the vulcanising of 
which will save him anything from £2 
to £3. \ 


ELECTRIC CURRENT USED. 
In the modern method of vulcanising 


electric current is used instead of steam, 
and this enables the temperature and the 
pressure to be kept constant while the new

sections of cord and rubber are being 
incorporated in the damaged tyre. T! 1ese 
materials are, so to speak, “ baked ” into 
the old tyre, the result of which is that 
what one may call the patch, or inserted 
piece, is the last section of the repaired 
tyre to give out. 

In some cases, 


where the tread is not 


-badly worn, except on close examination, 


one is not able te discern where the new 
piece has been inserted, because the same 
pattern of tread is always used. That 
the work of these plants is dependable is 
proved by the fact that the Dublin agents 
of tyre manufacturers send damaged tyres 
to these firms to vul..nise. The process 
is an interesting one, as may be 
appreciated from the photograph of one 
of those plants at the head of these notes. 
THE MONTE CARLO RALLY. 

The Monte Carlo Motor Rally, which 
took place from January 16th to the 25th, 
in which there were 150 competitors— 
some of whom had to cover over 2,000 
miles during night and day travel—was 
won by Mr. 8S. C. H. Davis, the well- 
known racing motorist, on a 20 h.p. 
Armstrong - Siddeley car, the Dublin 
agents for which are the Express Auto 
Company. The majority of the British 
competitors started frorn John o’ Groats, 
and travelled South to Folkestone, thence 
through Boulogne, Nantes and Lyons to 
Monte Carlo, a distance of 1,850 miles, 
during which competitors encountered 
snow, frost, ice and rain.

Mr. Rhodes introduces us to the Poltons 
of Scotland Yard, and traces the develov- 
ment of the expert witness as a cogent 
factor in criminal] trials. He dilates, too. 
upon the use of poison from the days or 
the cinquecento to our own time. The 
Borgias, Fxili, Marie Madeleine d’Aubrav 
de Brinvilliers, all, says Mr. Rhodes, used 
arsenic. In their time, unless caught in 
the act, the poisoner was virtually: safe 
and even now arsenic is not the  fooi’s 
poison that many hold it to be. Arsenic 
always can be detected if it is suspected , 
Mr. Rhodes shows that suspicion, in fact 
often is not aroused. In his comments on 
old cases he discusses the tests that were 
used by the analysts of the day, and he 
suggests that, in some cases, a modern 


jury would have found differently in the 


light of newer knowledge. 

One unexpected statement is to the 
effect that the value of the finger-print, sa 
a proof of identity, was not discovered by 
Bertillon. On the contrary, that great 
man scoffed at the idea. The Bertillon 
system amounted to the taking of twelve 
exact measurements, which normally, of 
course, were quite sufficient. At last, how- 
ever, in Kansas two negroes, both called 
Will West, were found to be identical in 
every particular except the one in which 
no two individuals can be identical. The 
finger print was established. Actually the 
finger print method was discovered first by 
Sir William Herschel in Bengal, and in 
1879 it was re-discovered by Dr. Faulds in 
Japan. | 

The chapters on the wiles of the forger 
and the means adopted to thwart him are 
of entrancing interest, while the value of 
the ultra violet ray as a seer of what 
nothing else can see is proved beyond de- 
bate, There is nothing lurid in the book.

' ‘operation “at. the Silent Valley 
oir in the Mourne Mountains were 
by Mr. W. J. E- Binnie, one of 
the Board of Efigineers, during an inspec- ' 
tion of the works yesterday by the Belfast 
Water Commissioners. The results pra 
entirely satisfactory. What has been 
accomplished is an enduring monument to 
human skill and endeavour.

THE LOUGH FOYLE PROBLEM. 


The meeting of the Irish Society ir 
London, at which the Mayor of Coleraine 
was present, brings to mind once again 
the problem of conflicting interests rc- 
arding the jurisdiction over Lough Foyle. 

orthern Ireland claims the whole. of 
the Lough as part of the County 
of Londonderry under an ancient 
English charter, and it also is claimed 
by the Free State under the terms 
of the treaty with Great Britain. The 

uestion was argued in the Northern 

rts in connection with charges of 
poaching, but it was a one-sided affair, as 
there was no defence. Subsequently tne 
whole matter was referred to the imperial 
authorities for consideration ; but no ae 
seems to know what has h-ppened sinze 
then. 

One satisfactory feature is that there 
has been peace for some time past on the 
waters of the Lough. From the legal 
standpoint, the rights of the | fisherics 
o by the Irish Society are nut 
questioned, the principal point in dispute 
being one of jurisdiction. The charter ci 
the ‘Trish Society of the City of London 
was granted in 1613.

The loyal women of the North are 
banded together under the Ulster Women’s 
Unionist Council, of which Viscountess 
Craigavon, wife of the Prime Minister, is 
president, and in large measure it is due 
to her influence and gifts as a speaker 
that the women’s movement has been +o 
successful. The annual meeting of the 
Council was held yesterday, when “n- 
couraging reports were received relative 
to the growth of the organisation, and 
hopes were expressed that the wave of 
industrial depression would soon pass 
away. 

The Council believes in the power of 
propaganda, and classes for the study of 

litical questions have been formed in 

lfast, Londonderry and Enniskillen, the 
speakers being sent from the Unionist 
headquarters. 


A SPORTING CENTRE. 


While there is a lot of talk on the other 
side of the Channel about the Schneider 
Trophy Race, it is worth noting that che 
Northern Prime Minister has expressed 
the hope that the great air fixture may 
take place in Northern Ireland. This is 
an ambitious suggestion, which every 
Irishman trusts may be realised; but the 
odds are against it at present. It is 
hardly likely that England will allow the 
race to by held outside her own borders, 
even although we can point to Lough 
Neagh as a suitable venue for seaplanes. 

The statement that the International 
Tourist Trophy Motor Car Race may 
become a permanent event in County 
Down appears to be more probable, as it 
would be difficult to find a better course 
to test both machines and drivers. A few 
years ago there was an air race over 
Belfast Lough by ‘planes of the Ulster 
Bombing Squadron, held in conjunction 
with the Royal Ulster Club’s regatta, so 
that there should be nothing insuperable 
in organising a big air race there, apart 
altogether from the Schneider Trophy 
event. 


VETERAN ACTOR'S SUCCESS.

Rag-Piching. 


The daily parade of poorly-dressed men 
and women, as well as boys and girls, 
struggling under the weight of ugly bulg- 
ing sacks is a familiar sight on the north 
side of Dublin. Yet, as I am given to 
understand, those sacks represent as much 
as five pounds a week to some of their 
bearers. 

Whole families work in groups at the 
rubbish dumps, sifting out serap-iron and 
bottles, rags, and every kind of article 
which can be cleaned and sold to various 
factories. 

“ These pickers have eyes like hawks,’ 
a driver told me, “ and not even a small 
coin in a lorry of garbage would escape 
their notice. Competition for a holding cn 
a fresh dump is terrific, and only ‘the 
fittest survive, which is not surprising 
whon many of them earn more in a week 
than a skilled workman. 

Most of these people live in slum dis- 
tricts, and, in spite of their poor appear- 
ance, many own shops. which are left in 
the charge of some other member of the 
family. 


A Spring Wall-Paper.

AF amous Ornithologist. 


The Rev. Charles Canon Raven, D.D., 
who came to Dublin yesterday to lecture on 
“The Interest and Beauty of Birds, 
under the auspices of the Royal Zoological 
Society of Ireland, is one of the outstand- 
ing ornithologists of the day. i 

Canon Raven is well known in Dublin for 
severa] previous lectures in the city. He 
came to Dublin in 1919 as Donnellan 
Lecturer at Trinity College, and he spoke 
that year at the annual meeting of the 
Zoological Society of Ireland. He has also 
visited Dublin as a Church missioner. 

In the Church of England Canon Raven 
holds an important post as Canon of Liver- 
pool, and a few months ago he was 
honoured by an appointment as Chaplain 
to the King. He delivered the Hulsean 
Lecture in 1926, and he has been Noble 
Lecturer at Harvard University. He has 
written much on birds, and his “ Bird 
Haunts and Bird Behaviour ” is regarded 
almost as a standard work on the subject. 


The Watch-House. i 


When I was entering a certain business 
premises in Sackville place the other day 
my attention was caught by a large tablet 
of slate, bearing the inscription, ‘‘ Watch- 
house, órd Division.” Curiosity being 
aroused, I sought information ‘from an 
official of the firm. ~ He informed me that 
this tablet had come from an old building 
across the street now demolished and 
reconstructed. This building formed the 
headquarters of a division of watchmen 
who, in the times prior to 1838, when the 
city police force was established, endea- 
voured to maintain law and order in 
Dublin. To some extent it was similar to 
our present-day barracks. The upper 
floor contained living rooms and dormi- 
tories for the men. On the ground floor 
were situated tie divisional offices and 
stores, while in the dark, noisome base- 
ment were the cells in which law-breakers 
were placed pending trial. My informant 
gave me plenty of interesting information. 
He drew my attention to window-sills in 
the walls surrounding the shop in which 
we stood, and stated that these were the 
walls of buildings around a courtyard. 
Over a century ago the premises housed 
an important coaching station and the 
starting point for the mail coaches run- 
ning in connection with the Howth- 
Holyhead mail packet. 


A Literary Imposter. 


Irishmen generally :contrive to support 
their reputation for recklessness. It was 
a bold countryman of mine who claimed 
to be the author of a popniar novel, 
written by somebody else. This haprened 
in the case of “ The Man of Feeling,” 
which was actually the work of the Edin- 
burgh writer, Henry Mackenzie, who died 
a hundred vears ago this month. ‘‘ The 
Man of Feeling,’’ a title which has struck 
to Mackenzie ever since, was published 
anonymovsly in 1771, and had an immense 
vogue. The popularity was so great that 
a young Irish clergyman named Eccles, 
then living in England, claimed it as his 
own, and went so far as to back his claim 
with a manuscript in his own handwrit- 
ing, complete with deletions, corrections 
and changes. This impudent pretension 
brought an acknowledgment of the author- 
ship from Mackenzie and confirmation 
from the publishers ; but when Eccles died 
his tombstone repeated his false claim. 

Mackenzie was a versatile writer, and 
his output included novels, plays, transla- 
tions from the German, poems and lives 
of some of his contemporaries; but none 
of his works attained the success of ‘‘ The 
Man of Feeling.” 


Birds in the Tower. 


As I yassed the Magdalen Chapel in 
Lower Leeson street the other day, my 
uttention was attracted by the sight of 
hundreds of birds fluttering in and out of 
the little belfry which crowns this incon- 
spicuous building, as if they were playing 
a perpetual game of hide-and-seek. After 
a noisy tram had roared its way down the 
narrow canyon of the street the sound of 
twittering from multitudes of tiny throats 
could be heard in the sudden quiet.

“The Silver Line.” and manv 
others of a similar kind. Then we had 
the roses, red and white: with such names 
as “ Silver Oneen.” “ The Gener-l ” and 
“The Mr or.” More recently there has 
heen a ran on the calendar of saints for 
"bus names. so that “ St. Christopher,’ 
“ St. Joan.” “ St. Jude.” and many other 
saints are now honoured by having their 
names inscribed on the sides of "buses. 
Such names ns ““ Stella Maris,”’ 
“ Loyola’ and “ Saint Therese "” are a 
further indication of the religious ten- 
dency in "bus names. 

A much more useful indication than 
these names would be some system of 
lighting the destination signs at night. 
As things are at present a ‘bus will pro- 
bably have dashed nast before one is 
certain of its destination.

That was the gratifying statement made in 
the report of the Council to the annual 

neral meeting of the Society, which was 

ld yeste:day afternoon in the Metropolitan 
Hall, Dublin, at which Professor A. F. Dixon 
presided. There was a very large attendance, 
which included the Governor-General of the 
Free State. 

The report went on to state that, in spite 
of « very wet summer, the total number of 
persons who passed the turnstiles was 158,£22, 
an increase of 13,886 as compared with 1929, 
resuliing in a net increase of £100 13s. 1d. 
in gate receipts. An arrangement had been 
non with the Dublin United Tramway Com- 
pany, subject to which through return tickets 
that include admission to the Zoological 
Gardens were obtainable on all cars, including 
those from Howth and Dalkey, providing 4 
cheap and convenient. way of visiting the 
Gerdéna, The working of this scheme had 
not yet been fully tested, but it promised to 
be satisfactory both to the Society and to the 
company. : 

MANY NEW MEMBERS. 

There bad been a gratifying influx of new 
members during the year, the elections or 
admissions including 113 new annual 
members, 22 iife members, and 28 garden 
subscribers; each of these figures was at 
least double the corresponding figure for 
last year. Membership of the Society was, 
and must always be, the mainstay on which 
its suceess depended, and an urgent i, 
was made to all existing members to induce 
their friends to join. Members were also 
requested to pay their subscriptions early 
in the year, as that greatly facilitated the 
work of the Society. Members’ breakfast 
meetings were held as usual on the first 
Saturday of the months of May, June, July, 
August and September. In spite of uncertain 
weather, they showed an increased attend- 
ance, which bore evidence of their continued 
popularity. During the present year the dates 
of these meetings would be May 2, June 6, 
July 4, August 1, September 5, at 9 a.m. 


DONATIONS OF ANIMALS. 

In spite of the general depression which 
had affected almost every branch of the 
country’s activities, and which had had 
inevitable repercussions on the activities >f 
the Society, the collection of animals had 
never been better nor more varied than at 
present. As on former occasions, this was 
due to the continued, and, in many cases, 
extraordinary, generosity of friends abroad, 
who had obtained and forwarded to the 
Gardens, often at their own expense, animals 
of high interest and value. ‘he donations 
of animals during the year included 
two young chimpanzees and six other species 
of monkeys; a civet cat, two palm civets and 
four paradoxures, a Himalayan bear. a fiving 
squirrel, a variety of interesting birds, fou 
different species of turtles, chameleons, 
lizards, skinks and crocodiles, also a number 
of snakes. Prominent among these donations 
were the young chimpanzees. These two, 
male and female, and litt!e more than babies, 
arrived just before the bad weather of autumn 
set in. Thev promptly took severe colds. and 
but for verv careful nursing should probablv 
have been lost. But they soon recovered. and 
were already among the most active, friendly 
and amusing of all the denizens of the monkey 
house. 


Among many donors whose names and Robert were as good as the author pern 


denations are fully set out in the list of 
animals appended to the report, those of A. 
B. Monks, H. E. Rogers and H. Beresfoxl 
Barrett deserve special mention. These verv 
welcome gifts had enabled the Council to 
maintain the collection, both as regards 
quality and quantity, without purchasing 
arimals, save to a quite minor extent. 

The money received from members’ sub- 
scriptions and gate receipts was just suffi- 
cient to pay salaries. wages and feeding of 
the animals. All printing, stationery, etc., 
had to be paid in addition, so that the 
Government grant of £1,000 was seriously en- 
croached on hefore any charge was made for 
the purchase of animals, the upkeep of the 
buildings, and other expensive and necessarv 
work. Donations of monev had been received 
from Lord Ashbourne, Doctor Kenneth C. 
Bailey, Messrs. Clery. H. V. Crawfurth-Smith, 
Messrs. Dockrell, Miss Dorothy Dockrell, 
the Dublin Trout Anglers’ Association. the 
Dublin Conservators of Fisheries, Messrs. W.

ABSURDITIES OF GROUP 
DEALING. 


From Our LABOUR CoRRESPONVENT. 

The following statement was issued from 
the offices of the Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion in Dublin yesterday evening :— 

“ In modern ‘times stoppages due to 
labour troubles occur ..with monotonous 
regularity, and the present crisis in the 
building and painting trades is only one 
of many similar disturbances in other 
countries. | 

“ Arbitration has been the recognised 
method of dealing. with deadlocks in trade 
disputes, and the refusal by the operatives 
to adopt. this method of getting a person 
who would command the respect and con- 
fidence of both parties is the only bar to 
an immediate resumption of work. 

“ While all labour disputes are more or 
less the same, the. present stoppage will 
probably be remembered for the iurdi- 
ties created by group dealing. One trade 
went on strike over the pay allowed the 
labourers, and the bricklayers, who walk 
about idle because they spurned the attend- 
ance of labourers at 1s. per hour, have not 
achieved the notoriety their action de- 
serves. 

‘** Painters working for master painters 
went on strike before their agreements had 
expired in sympathy with builders’ opera- 
tives employed beside them. | 

“Mr. Thomas Johnson déclared as 
follows: ‘It is true that a standfast 
rigidity is futile ; we have to recognise that 
1 wages remain stationary while. prices are 
falling, it is equivalent to a rise in wages, 
and that to refuse absolutely “to discuss 
wages rates in any circumstances is to 
invite disaster’ (Voice of Labour, October 
22ud, 1921). 

“If Mr. Johnson’s accurate analysis is 
not to be rejected, it will be seen that: opera- 
tives in the building trade have enjoyed a 
progressive rise in wages since 1922 (due 
to the ‘fall in the cost of living). Now 
when world-wide conditions demand a re- 
duction in costs, and the principal work 
of master builders is houses for the

NE of the most remarkable dipio-

At the same time the retary of the 
Navy announces that General Butler must 
face a general courtmartial. 

The speech which caused all the trouble 
was delivered at a meeting of the Contem- 
porary Club in Philadelphia on January 
19th. The General was discussing the 
ep aapere of future wars, and“ The 

ride of the Devil Dogs,”’ as he is known 
in. the Navy, in the course of. his talk, 
related a story told him by a friend whom 
he did not name, but whé is wtiderstoo:! 
to have been a scion of the famous 
Vanderbilt family. 


THE SLANDER. 


The General said that this friend told 
him of a motor drive which he took with 
Signor Mussolini in Italy. During the 
ride a small child was run over by the 
car. The friend cried out, and Signor 
Mussolini is alleged to have said: ‘‘ What 
is one life in affairs of State.’’ 

Tha speech attracted no special atten- 
tion until the Italian Ambassador n 
Washington saw it in the Press and made 
an indignant protest to the State Lepart- 
ment. His protest was followed up by 
fiercely-worded cables and denials from 
Rome, and it was soon clear that the 
State Department was faced with a very 
delicate situation, and that nothing short 
of the fullest apology would satisfy the 
honour and pride of Signor Mussolini and 
the Italian people. 


UNDER OPEN ARREST. 


General Butler was summoned in haste 
to Washington. Apparently he stuck tc 
his guns and admitted the substantial 
accuracy of the newspaper reports of his 
spéech. To-day it was officially announced 
that he had been ordered to place himself 
in open arrest preparatory to trial by 
courtmartial.

Time and 
again his indiscretions have blazed: across 
the front pages of American newspapers, 
but hitherto this I*ttle fire-eating officer 
(he weighs less than ten stone) has 
escaped with nothing worse than unofficial 
reprimand, 


IDOL. OF RANK AND FILE. 


He is adored by the rank and file, the 
majority of whom he addresses by their 
Christian names.

‘* through hell and back.’’ 

This fighting descendant of Quakers has 
won decorations for bravery on many 
fields, and two Congressional Medals of 
Honour have been awarded to him. 
During a colourful career of more than 
thirty years in the Marine Corps he once 
served as Chief of Police in Philadelphia, 
when he made a desperate and ineffectual 
effort to clean up the city and put the

Dealing with finance, Mr. Roy declared 
that no honest Indian would ever 
repudiate debts, but he reer out that, 
in spite of the ~ery able Finance Minister, 
India’s credit was now at a very low ebb 
owing to political and other causes. A 
reserve bank must be constituted by 
Statute. | 

Mr. Roy said that directly the com- 
munal trouble was settled .no further 
reservations would be needed. Lord Irwin 
could help to solve this problem, 

He urged the Assembly to accept the 
olive branch held out, and to get. to work 
immediately and make their voice felt in 
Great Britain. 

Replying to various questions, Sir 
George Rainy, the leader of the House, 
promised to lay all the papers connected 
with the Conference on the table after 
they had arrived by the air mail, and to 
give a day, probably towards the end of 
February, for a full discussion. 

The House agreed to postpone the 
debate.

It is not using 
language of exaggeration to say that the 
Treasury memorandum contained alarming 
facts and statements. 

When the Treasury says that continued 
State borrowing on the present vast scale, 
without adequate provision for repayment 
by the fand, would quickly call in ques- 
tion the stability of the British financial 
system,- the citizen and the taxpayer, 
however little instructed he may be im 
questions of national finance, will realise 
with a shock that something is radically 
wrong.
